Declares  Khrushchev 

MOSCOW,  Jan.  14 — (UPI) — Premier  Nikita  Khrushchev 
said  today  the  Soviet  Union  had  built  up  the  greatest  nuclear- 
rocket  striking  force  in  the  world  anjl  could  afford  to  reduce 
the  size  of  its  conventional  armies  by  one-third. 

‘‘The  Soviet  army  wields  such  means  of  warfare  and  such 
firepower  as  no  other  army  has  ever  had,”  he  said. 

KHRUSHCHEV  SAID  Russia  had  maintained  large  armies

Nibley  Names 
President  As 
‘Greatest  Man 1

Elder  Preston  Nibley  spoke  to 
the  Brigham  Young  University 
devotional  audience  Wednesday 
about  whom  he  considered  “the 
greatest  man  in  the  world,’* 
David  O.  McKay,  president  of 
the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints. 

ELDER  NIBLEY  is  the  assist- 
ant historian  of  the  LDS  Church, 
a well-known  author  and  a bi- 
ographer of  several  Mormon 
presidents. 

The  tall,  broad-shouldered,  86- 
year-old  president  came  from 
Scottish  ancestry,  Elder  Nibley 
said.  He  said  that  the  industri- 
ousness and  thrift  of  the  Scots 
were  probably  important  influ- 
ences on  Pres.  McKay,  for  “he 
is  a prodigious  worker.” 

RELATING  AN  incident  in  the 
president’s  early  childhood,  El- 
der Nibley  said  that  a deprecia- 
tory remark  was  made  towards 
the  baby,  David,  in  his  mother’s 
presence.  "Immediately,”  he 
said,  "she  picked  up  the  baby 
and  replied,  ‘You  don’t  know — - 
someday  he  may  be  an  apostle.’  ’* 

Pres.  McKay’s  patriarchal 
blessing,  given  him  when  he  was 
13  by  Patriarch  Jonn  Smith,  was 
also  prophetic,  said  Elder  Nib- 
ley. It  promised  ‘him  that  he 
should  be  prepared  for  “a  re- 
sponsible position  in  the 
Church.” 

ELDER  NIBLEY  also  told  the 
BYU  audience  that  the  president 
received  a similar  promise  from 
his  mission  president  while  he 
was  in  Scotland  on  his  mission.
